._ here are 1,200 members of the Grocers’ 
and Butchers’ Association in Chicago, all 
of whom will join the codperative company. 
As they are among the best patrons of the 
ice companies their action, it is believed, 
will be a serious blow to the trust, espe- 
cially as the Grocers’ Association has al- 
ready perfected arrangements by which it 
ean secure all the ice required for its mem- 
bers and other consumers. 

At 8 o'clock 800 members of the Grocers’ 
‘and Butchers’ Association met at No. 66 
Adams street to talk over their grievances 

-against the ice trust and to devise ways 
and means of combating the ice men. At 
the same time an independent meeting 
of sixty butchers assembled at No. 106 Ran- 
dolph street. The association meeting was 
told of the other meeting, and a committee 

. favited the butchers to unite with the asso- 
ciation meeting, which was done. 

Ice for $2 a Ton. 

W. H. Steadman, a butcher who has been 
struggling with the ice dealers for a week 
with no results, told of a plan he had formu- 
‘ated by which butchers and grocers might

had made arrangements for supplying them 
with ice at $2 a ton, about one-half the price 
charged by the ice trust companies. This 
price included the delivery of the ice, and 
he advocated the formation of a codperative

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Former American Girl Makes a 
Speech, Gives Out Prizes, and Is the 
Recipient of Much Attention.

London, May 20.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Henley, the famous 
regatta town, where more bunting has per- 
haps been displayed than in any other place 
in England; is as gorgeous as a bouquet to- 
day. All through the streets have been 
erected poles in pairs, swathed in red bunt- 
ing, and*onnected by wires hung with flags. 
By a curious chance one wire held the silken 
emblems of Great Britain, the United States, 
and Spain. 

All this display was because Consuelo, 
Duchess of Marlborough, was there to open 
the Oxfordshire agricultural show. The 
young Duchess passed the most wénderfully 
active and important day of ‘her new of- 
ficial life. 

She was the tallest and by far the most 
beautiful woman there, and there were thou- 
sands of comely women present. She and 
the Duke were the guests of Herman Hodge, 
M. P., of Wyfold Lodge. > 

She and her husband drove behind a team 
of bays to the Henley grounds, which were 
covered with booths and looked like a 
country fair at home, with a big grand stand 
facing the race course inthecenter. Reach- 
ing the stand the party found three boxes 
draped in red. At the middle one, which was 
carpeted by scarlet cloth, they were met by 
a deputation of officials, who welcomed 
them at some length in cordial terms. As 
she listened to the speeches, every now and 
then a far away look came into the 
Duchess’ black eyes, showing that she was 
trying hard to remember the speech she 
would soon have to make in response. 

She was stylishly dressed, wearing a beau- 
tiful gown of mauve merino and a maroon 
colored cloth cape, trimmed with white lace. 
On her shapely head was a large Paris hat 
of black velvet, trimmed with gold braid, 
white ostrich plumes, and pink roses. The 
Duke wore a black “ Billycock "’ long coach- 
a top coat, tan shoes, and white silk muf- 

er. 

Suddenly, as if afraid she would forget her 
speech, the Duchess ran hastily up the steps, 
leaving her welcomers standing in much 


she faced about, fixed her eyes on the ceil- 
ing, and said: 

“‘I have much pleasure in declaring this 
show open. I wish it every success.” 

Then she sat down. The others mounted 
the steps, filling the side boxes, and the 
Duchess chatted with them, laughing merri- 
ly and completing the charming impression 
she always makes. Around her were the 
Earl of Jersey, Lord Camoys, Viscount 
Valenia, and members of county families. 

After a time the Duchess walked about the 
grounds with half a dozen meniand women 
and visited every booth, looking at every- 
thing. She gave the staring country folk 
the impression of being shy and ‘uncertain 
what to do, yet not the least awkward. 

The Duchess tried hard to seem interest- 
ed in the deadly speeches about rates, rents, 
improving breeds of swine, and the quality 
of butter. During the fearful ordeal the 
young girl was the cynosure of all eyes. 
As the multitude hammered the table with 
mugs she sat with a composed face, occa- 
sionally chatting sparklingly with the aged 
Earl of Jersey. She went through the mo- 
tions of eating, for the country fare of cold 
meat, salad, cheese, butter, and hard boiled 
eggs was not much to her taste. 

Mr. Hodge, in his speech, paid a graceful 
compliment to the Duchess. He : “We 
are p and-proud to we 
lady who has come far across the seas to 

he land of her brothers ’’—here he stam- 

ered and then said “ cousins,’”’ which he 
then changed to “kindred.” Recovering 
himself Mr. Hodgé went on to say that this 
lady had come to bear the Duke of Mari- 
borough’s name, a name that was honored 
through the length and breadth of England. 
And the multitude applauded vociferously 
while the Duchess blushed prettily. 

The Duke made a little speech, but did not 
allude to the Duchess. He is rapidly ac- 
quiring experience as a speaker. Since his 
boyish, stammering talk at the Union League 
club before his marriage he has changed so 
much that today his was one of the best of 
the many commonplace speeches made. 
After iuncheon the Duchess went back to 
the ring and watched the horses and then 
went to a little marble lodge called “‘ The 
Temple ’’ to distribute the prizes awarded 


‘in the horseshoeing competition. Three or 


four hundred persons pressed behind the 
space wired off in front of the lodge. 

The Secretary placed a little table in the 
middle of the open space, facing the crowd, 
at which the Duchess stood. As the Secre- 
tary called the name of the winner, and 
handed the Duchess his certificate and gold 
coin prize, the man would. walk up and the 
Secretary would indulge in a violent pan- 
tomime behind the Duchess’ back in order to 
make him take off his hat. The crowd would 
laugh, and the Duchess would very graceful- 
ly hand over the trophies with a pleasant 
smile and.a few kindly words. 

At first she was a little embarassed when 
the stupid smiths were slow in coming for- 
ward, but she soon got along iike a school 
principal giving out diplomas. 

When Herman Hodge called for cheers for 
her the crowd gave three hearty “ hip-hur- 
rahs,’’ and she flushed, but did not know 
exactly what to do. Then the Duke ad- 
vanced, and in a very manly way thanked 
the crowd on her behalf.

CAN MAKE READY FOR WAR 


SENATE PASSES THE FORTIFICA- 
TIONS BILL WITHOUT OPPOSITION, 


Little Prospect of a Refusal on the 
Part of the House to Concur in the 
Amended Measure for Seacoast Pro- 
tection—The Appropriation Carries 
$10,763,888, Double the Amount Pro- 
vided For by the Congressmen— 
Can Pat Up Defenses in Two Months 

Washington, D. C., May 20.—(Special.}— 

Without opposition and almost without de- 

bate the Senate passed the fortifications ap- 

propriation bill. The measure was taken 
up: and adopted within three hours, and the 


only thing which approached opposition was 
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SINCE THE MOUNTAIN WILL NOT GO TO MAHOMET, MAHOMET MUST GO TO THE MOUNTAIN. 


This movement is a part of a system of 
radical change from the educational system 
now in operation in New York. It began 
with the recent act of the Legislature re- 
organizing the New York schools and put- 
ting the system on a new basis. 

Dr. Gilman, who is one of the most distin- 
guished educators of the country, is in no 
sense ‘‘ running for the office,” although he 
has signified his willingness to accept it if 
he is called. He has reached this decision 
because the field for education in New Y¥ 
presents exceptional opportunities. 

Dr. Gilman has been President of the Uni- 
versity of California. In 1875 he organized 
Johns Hopkins University. 

A considerable part of the Board of Edu- 
cation favors retaining John Jasper, the 
present Superintendent. It is charged 
against him that he is “in a rut,” and not 
the man to undertake the proposed reforms. 


Surprise at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., May 20.—(Special.]—The 
report that President Gilman of the Johns 
Hopkins University had been offered the 
position of Superintendent of Public Schools 
of New York City was as great a surprise to 
the students and members of the faculty 
as it was to the citizens of Baltimore. 

Dr. Gilman said he had not as yet received 
any official communication from New York 
on the matter and therefore he could not 
say what reply he would make to a propo- 
sition. He added, however, that in his opin- 
ion the opportunity now open in New York 
was one of the most extraordinary that have 
occurred in the history of the country. 

In this statement he evidently had in view 
the fact that the consolidated school system 
of the Greater New York would be the 
largest in the world. 

President Gilman’s salary at Johns Hop- 
kins is $10,000 a year, but some time ago he 
voluntarily cut off a couple of thousand of 
it because of the university’s temporary 
financial straits on account of its invest- 
ments in the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
trustees say that every inducement will be 
offered to President Gilman to remain. 


SEES ROOSEVELT’S TEETH IN THE DARK. 


Sly Patrolman Is Caught Taking a Nip 
by the Commissioner and Pursued 
, Through the Streets. 


New York, May 20.—(Special.]}—President 
Theodore Roosevelt of the New York Police 
Board has added a new exploit to his odd 
career as the head of the New York police 
system. In company with a roundsman 
he made a tour of the tenderloin dis- 
trict to see how closely his bluecoated offi- 
cers were attending to their duties. 

All went well during the first part of his 
tour. . 

Then the Commissioner saw a spectacle 
which transfixed him with surprise. Across 
the street, standing outside the door of a sa- 
loon, was one of the star policemen of the 
precinct. As the Commissioner watched an 
arm was pushed out of the door and the next 
moment the patrolman’s face was buried in 
a huge schooner. 

Commissioner Roosevelt sneaked across 
the street in the shadows and laid his hand 
on the officer’s shouMer. The patrolman 
recognized the Commissioner’s teeth from 
newspaper cartoons, and, with a howl of 
terror, dashed down the street. Away went 
the Commissioner hot on his trail. After a 
dozen blocks had been traversed in half as 
‘many minutes the Commissioner caught his 
man, who proved to be Patrolman Meyers. 
His teeth*chattered in terror as Roosevelt 
took his number.

ANOTHER MRS. STETSON I§ REPORTED. 


Wife Number One of the Late Theat- 
rical Munager Is Said to Have 
Been Alice Lane. 


New York, May 20.—[{Special.]—There is 
or was a third Mrs. John Stetson, so, at 
least, it was said today, who married the 
late theatrical manager in Boston long be- 
fore he met either Miss Richmond or Kate 
Stokes. 

It is not known 


where the first Mrs. 


Stetson is living, or,. indeed, whether she is 


alive atall. Her friends in this city, among 
those who witnessed the marriage cere- 
mony, are now trying to locate Mrs. Stetson 
No. 1. 

Information regarding the first marriage 
has been furnished to a detective agency. 
An elderly woman called at the office today 
and furnished the manager with the details 
about the marriage. It appears that Mrs. 
Stetson No. 1 was Mary Jane Allen, who in 
late years was known as Alice Lane, and 
that the marriage to Stetson was performed 
in Boston in 1863. 

‘‘ There seems to be no doubt at all,”’ said 
the manager today, “ that Stetson was mar- 
ried to Alice Lane. At the time John Stet- 
son married Alice she was the housekeeper 
for Mrs. Lucy Meloin. Stetson met the girl 
there and fell in love with her. Stetson one 
day proposed an immediate marriage as the 
best way of stopping their jealous quarrels. 
My informant was present in the house the 
night the ceremony was performed. Stetson 
himself got the Rev. Father Taylor of the 
North Street Mission, who performed the 
ceremony. Father Taylor gave Alice a mar- 
riage certificate, and she had it in the sum- 
mer of 1882, at which time she was living at 
Natasket Beach.’”’ 

Soon after the wedding, it is said, Stetson 
and his wife went to live ata hotel in Black- 
stone square. From there they moved to 
No. 4 Alden street, where Mrs. Stetson had 
some trouble with a servant and shot her, or 
it was charged that she did. Stetson de- 
clared that if Alice would ever dare to come 
to Boston again he would see that the old

sent to prison. 


FUGITIVE BANK PRESIDENT RETURNS.

_of the cash appropriations. The Senate has 
made the whole appropriation available at 
once, 

The sentiment for coast defenses is general 
im Congress, and the opposition to liberal 
appropriations was. confined exclusively al- 
most to the party leaders who were anxious 
to make a record for economy. 

As the Senate has passed the bill without 
opposition, and as the matter comes directly 
before the House, the prospect is that the 
Senate bill will be agreed to. Secretary 
Lamont has said he could spend $20,000,000 
to advantage the next year, so there will be 
no difficulty in applying half that amount. 
When the fact is taken into consideration 
that the appropriations last year amounted 
to $1,904,557 only it will be seen how im- 
portant a step forward in the direction of 
coast defenses the Senate bill is. The new 
bill appropriates a lump sum of $5,000,000 
for the engineer work on the gun and mortar 
batteries, whereas last year only $500,000 
was set aside for this purpose. The appro- 
priations for carriages this year are $1,125,- 
000, as again$t only $100,000 this fiscal year. 
Plenty of large guns and mortars are fin- 
ished now, or nearly so, and these large 
appropriations for the engineer work and 
gun and mortar carriages will enable the 
War Deparenient to put several of the sea- 
ports in good condition within a few months 
if necessary. 


DOG-CATCHER GETS ALD. FORREY'S COW 


Evanston’s Faithful Official Captures 
the Animal Unaided and Makes the 
Owner Pay a Pound Fee of $2. 


Poundmaster ‘Dixon of Evanston, who is 
also the official dogcatcher of that burg, yes- 
terday spied Ald. Frank M. Forrey’s mild, 
muley, Alderney cow trespassing on the pub- 
lic domain, and after careful stalking suc- 
ceeded in making a capture, taking the 
animal to the pound. 

Mr. Forrey paid the pound fee of $2 without 
grumbling, but he protested when he learned 
his pet had been milked at the pond and the 
milk appropriated. Mr. Dixon, who had al- 
ready proved his personal bravery by steal- 
ing up unarmed behind the cow and leading 
her off single-handed, was not‘afraid to tell 
the Alderman he did not see why his cow 
should be treated with gréater consideration 
than other cows. He borrowed a law book 
of the Police Justice and showed the Alder- 
man the law required all impounded cows 
to be milked. | 

Dixon has shown before this he was not 
afraid to tackle beasts larger than a brindle 
pup.

Moscow, May 20.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Bedraggled brill- 
lancy and dampened display are still the or- 
der of the day in Moscow. 

The principal interest lies in the constant 
procession of Oriental potentates and Princes 
to and from Petrovsky Palace, paying hom- 
age to the Czar and Czarina. European 
Princes mingled their plumes, banners, and 
splendid uniforms of their guards with the 
less orderly but more brilliant Oriental 
pageants. 

The Ameer of Bokhara, also the Khan of 
Khiva, with great suites, all in carriages, 
each drawn by many horses, went to the 
palace and held private interviews with the 
“ Little Father” of the Russians and the 
“Grand White Czar” of the dependent 
Princes of Asia. 

The Ameer wore a Russian General’s over- 
coat, hiding his own peculiar dress. Leav- 
ing the Czar’s private room he was conduct- 
ed to the Czarina; who was holding separate 
court. To her he presented the chief Bok- 
haran order, set in a blazing circlet of great 
diamonds. 


Dozen Foreign Princes. 


Altogether nearly a dozen foreign Princes 
have arrived in the last twenty-four hours, 
so that the crimson carpet which covered 
the platform of Smolensk station was scarce- 
ly taken up before it was laid down again 
to be pressed by the sacred feet of new com- 
ing royalties. The Grand Dukes Viadimir, 
Alexius, Sergius, Constantine, Nicholas, and 
Dimitri Constantinovitch; also their sisters, 
wives, cousins, and aunts were kept busy 
riding to the station embracing their for- 
eign cousins with salutes, kisses, and hand- 
shakes as each royal train sped in till they 
must have been fagged out and bored. 

Besides the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught the Crown Prince of Denmark, Duke 
Albert of Wurtemburg, the Dukes of Hesse 
and Baden, Prince Fushimi of Japan, the 
Ameer of Khan, and the Duke of Saxe-C6- 
burg-Gotha were the most important ar- 
rivals, while the Princes of Saxony, Naples, 
and Montenegro are due to arrive before 
you get this. 

Silent Multitudes. 

The route traveled by all the nabobs was 
densely walled by silent human beings, 
ankle-deep {in mud, patient as monuments, 
— unmindful of the pitiless, cold, slanting 
rain. 

I say silent, because the extraordinary 
fact is the Russian multitudes saw the in- 
cessant procession without the lowest mur- 
mur of applause. They bestow shouts and 
cheers upon the Czar and Czarina whenever 
seen, but have it not in their hearts to ap- 
plaud any master except their own. 

Next in importance to the crowds were the 


bodies of troops and scattered soldiers, of . 


whom there are 200,000 now in Moscow. 
They make a grand spectacle. | 

The Czar’s visit to the great military camp 
was postponed yesterday not on account of 
dynamite, as was whispered fearsomely in 
a myriad of timid beards of the visitors, but 
solely because of the arrival of the sad news 
of the death of the Archduke of Austria. 

The military bands here have practiced 
nearly all the national airs in the world to 
be in readiness for the present week’s un- 
paralleled spectacles. They played today 
the English, Danish, German, Russian, Ital- 
ian, and Heaven alone knows how many 
national hymns. 

Plans for the Coronation. 


Arrangements are now completed for the 
coronation and are much the same as those 
made for the last ceremonial thirteen years 
ago, but are more gorgeous and resplendent, 

Twelve steps are to be ascended to the 
dais, on which stand the thrones, each hav- 
ing an altitude of about five feet. Great of- 
ficers of state and members of the imperial 

ily will be grouped on or around the 
teps of the dais. The Metropolitan’s throne 
is at the base and tothe right of the pillar 
facing the iconostos and at a much lower 
elevation than the im ldais. On this oc- 
casion there will be six Metropolitans pres- 
ent, 

Royal and distinguished persons assist- 
ing in the grand ceremonial! will be a¢com- 
modated on either side in sloping. tribunes 
and in twogalleries or balconies in the back 
of the cathedral, besides in the courtroom. 
Only about 500 will be present. 

Since the coronation of Ivan the Terrible 
all the Czars have been crowned in the 
Uspenski Sabor. This is to be regretted, be- 
cause if the ceremony were held in the ca- 
thedral it would form one of the most gor- 
geous spectacles possible for the mind to 
conceive. In the Uspenski Sabor overpower- 
ing wealth and glittering magnificence will 
be cramped in the very narrowest limits, 
with scarcely room for the movements of the 
actors in the ceremony. 

The Three Cathedrals. 

Nearly the whole cathedral clese has been 
raised a couple of feet by a wooden plat- 
form, and this is balustraded crosswise so 
as to form connecting ways between the 
imperial palace and the three ancient Cathe- 
drals of the Annunciation—St. Michael, 
Archangel, and the Assumption. In the 
first the Czars are baptized, in the third they 


are married and crowned, and in the second © 


they are buried. All these connecting staged 
ways are covered with crimson cloth and 
low balustrades ornately decorated with vel- 
vet and gold. Admission is now granted to 
distinguished visitors and special press cor-

London, May 20.—The dispatch from Mos- 
cow to the Standard says: “ To the joy of 
the multitude the weather is finer than for 
a week past. Half the people are engaged 
in decorating their houses and the other 
half in watching the process. It is now 
hopeless to expect that the accumulation 
of deep mu‘ in the streets can dry or be re- 
moved, but a continuaticm of the fine weath- 
er will make the general aspect brilllant and 
such’ as will repay the citizens for their ex- 
pense and trouble. 

* Every train and countless vehicles bring 
crowds of sightseers from every town and 
village within a circle of 200 miles around. 
Where the multitude is to sleep is an insolu-

The Daily Telegraph's Moscow dispatch 
fays: ‘Some of the peasants have made a 
pilgrimage of over 1,000 miles on foot, with 
only a capacious wallet and a stout staff, in 
order to get a glimpse of the Czar and to 
help make a Russian holiday.

STRIKERS BUYING MANY OMNIBUSES: 


Milwaukee Street Car Men Expect to 
Win by Reducing the Com- 
pany’s Earnings. 


Janesville, Wis., May 20.—[Special.]—The 
Milwaukee street car strikers have adopted 
new tactics in their fight with the company. 

Agents have been sent to all the cities 
about Milwaukee and even as far south as 
Rockford, Ill, to secure omnibuses and 
carryalls to be used in the opposition lines. 
P. Abraham, one of the strikers, was here 
today and secured four large carryalils, 
which were shipped to Milwaukee this after- 
noon. The next move will be to provide 
horses to haul the conveyances. 

Abraham said that public sentiment was 


_all with the strikers and that they would 
‘win, because of the consequent curtailing 


of the company’s income, as the expenses 
were increasing daily. 

Cleveland, O., May 20.—One thousand men 
who have been idle for the last ten days 
as a result of the strike at the shipyards 
of the Globe Iron company returned to 
work today. The company submitted a 
proposition offering a substantial advance 
in wages and after a long and heated discus- 
sion the men voted by a small majority to 
return to work on condition that all hands be 
taken back. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 20.—The striking 
firemen of the Armour packing plant who 
went out May 6 for increased wages and 
fewer hours compromised their differences 
today, lifted the boycott against the com- 
pany’s meat, and will return to work to- 
morrow morning. The thousand or more 
employés in different departments of the 
plant who were laid off because of lack of 
work will also be reinstated. 

Detroit, Mich., May 20.—The second day's 
session of the convention of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Iron and Steel Workers 
was devoted to matters pertaining to par- 
ticular unions and to proposed changes in the 
constitution and by-laws. The delegates 
will, it is said, instruct its conference com- 
mittee to accept no reduction fn the 1895-’96 
scale, and as far as can be learned there will 
be a slight advance in two departments. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 20.—[Special.]—The 
committee representing the union carpen- 
ters has issued a general appeal to all car- 
penter workers in Milwaukee to join the 
various unions and to take a decided stand 
for the general betterment of their condition. 
It is claimed that carpenters are compelled 
to work at 12% cents an hour, though four 
years ago, they say, they received 27% cents 
an hour. The carpenters receive sometimes 
$1.25 to $1.50 a day for ten hours’ work, 
while the ordinary day laborers of the city 
receive $1.50 for eight hours’ work. A gen- 
eral strike of the carpenters is talked of for 
the near future. 


MILLERS SCORE MEMBERS OF CONGRESS 


They Demand the Restoration of Com- 
mercial Treaties and the Readop- 
tion of the Reciprocity Idea. 


Cleveland, O., May 20.—The fourth annual 

convention of the Winter Wheat Millers’ 
League was held here today. Seventy-five 
millers were present, chiefly representing 
Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky. Several pa- 
ers were read. 
Resolutions were adopted, the preamble 
of which recites the fact that the House 
of Representatives has failed to enact a 
measure favorable to the restoration of 
reciprocity; that the Ways and Means com- 
mittee has proclaimed the inadvisability of 
enacting the reciprocity bill of Congressman 
Kerr; and that the flour milling industry, ac- 
knowledged the greatest in the land, in 
amount of capital involved and value of an- 
nual product, has suffered untold loss of 
trade by the withdrawal of. commerical 
treaties following the repeal of the McKin- 
ley law and must continue to suffer much 
loss until reciprocity is restored. 

‘ Therefore, it ts resolved that the Winter 
Wheat Millers’ League, expressing upon 
this subject the sentimentiof the entire mill- 
ing industry, asserts its belief that the duty 
©f the House is imperative along the lines 
of the legislation proposed, and that to fur- 
ther delay a public expression of all its 
members by means of a bill or a resolution 
committing the majority to a decisive po- 
sition on this great subject is trifling with 
the pledges of Representatives in Congress 
and will further prostrate the milling and 
agricnu.tural interests of the land.”

Charles Emory Smith. 


Mr. Smith said in part: 

“Today the eyes of the entire world are 
fixed upon that ancient capital where are 
gathered the potentates of the world with 
their representatives, within the _ stately 
walls of the Kremlin, within that ancient 
paiace where Peter the Great began his 
career, where the coronet is to be placed 
upon the brow of this young monarch. And 
we stand here as the representatives of a 
system which is the precise reverse of that, 
as the representatives of an organization 
which is based upon the principle of com- 
plete democracy, a democracy of our coun- 
try, and a democracy of the Associated 
Press, where every man is the peer of his 
assuciates; where all stand upon the same 
footing of equality; where all are equally 
»roprietors of.the great franchise possessed 

y this association, the greatest of all news 
franchises, the greatest of all prerogatives: 
that of gathering the news of the entire 
world and of sharing that news as our own 
individual right. [Applause.] 


Joseph Medill’s Speech. 


The next speaker was Joseph Medill of 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, whose address was 
as follows: 

“ Taking all things into consideration*I 
find myself constrained to assume the role 
of a réminiscent. I am, unfortunately, in 
years and journalistic service the senior of 
most of the profession around me. And as 
I do not wish to discuss any of the topics 
which you come here to consider I will con- 
fine my remarks to the earlier phases of 
progressive newspapers and news gather- 
ing, which began near the middle of this 
century. Previous to that time newspapers 
contained little but Congressional speeches, 
clippings from exchanges, and _ tedious 
editorials. 

“The main business which your conven- 
tion has performed pertained to telegraphy; 
to obtaining, receiving, and publishing the 
daily news of the world in the journals of 
this country, transmitted from the sources 
of information by wire. The medium em- 
ployed for conveying it is called electricity. 
What this subtle element is composed of I 
shall not stop to discuss, chiefly because I 
don’t know. 

‘Dr. Franklin found by a dangerous ex- 
periment that it was identical with the 
lightning that flashed from the clouds, killed 
men, rended oaks, and set fire to human 
habitations. But this mysterious substance 
or mode of force was harnessed by Morse 
fifty-two years ago for the use of mankind. 
_ * With the advent of the Morse telegraph 
began the evolution of American journal- 
ism, in the collection and transmission of 
news. Previously there had been an im- 
heb ge ge from postboy, saddlebags, and 

orse to stage coach in the days of Post- 
master General Ben Franklin of 150 years 
ago, to the steamboat of Robert Fulton of 
eighty years ago, and thence to the railway 
ear, which got only fairly started in its 
competition with the stage coach when 
electricity sped by it like a flash of light, 
bearing the news of the day on its wings. 

** The postboy and the stage coach Still plod 
along on out-of-the-way roads and bypaths. 
The steamboats and ships and railway cars 
distribute the newspapers containing the 
lightning’s collection of the whole world’s 
transactions and new thoughts up to the 
hour—almost to the minute—of going to 
press at the speed of 50,000 copies an hour 
on some of the presses, folded and counted. 

* This, in brief, is what I call the evolu- 
tion of the press in newsgathering and dis- 
tribution during the last fifty years. And 
there is no example or evidence of the truth 


‘of the theory of evolution more striking or 


remarkable than the 
of electricity as eppl ed to the collection of 
intelligence from all parts of the earth, in 
time consuming only seconds, from the antip- 
odes to the linotype operator. A few min- 
utes later it is locked up, stereotyped, im- 
pressed on sheets at the speed of 1,000 copies 
a minute per press. A few brief minutes 
later that same news, hot from the wires

In those days no Puck had put a 
girdle round the earth in forty seconds, as 
Shakspeare seemed to dream might some 
time happen. 

“ The newspapers were filled with descrip- 
tions of the Morse telegraph when it was 
first introduced, but the mass of readers 
could not comprehend how it worked. I 
often heard people ask how it was possible 
for the lightning to get past the telegraph 
poles and not run down into the ground; and 
when it thundered how the operators could 
play the ticker without being killed by light- 
ning striking the wire. Others could not 
comprehend how the ‘ electric fluid’ could 
make marks at the other end of the line 
without shocking every one in the room. 
The whole thing at first was an X ray puz- 
zie to the-public, and old men still smile 
when they think of those times and the 
mystification the new invention occa- 
sioned.”’ 


Importance of the Wires. 


“The importance of electrical transmis- 
sion of news to the daily papers so greatly 
transcends all other interests of the pro- 
fession that it alone requires an active or- 
ganization of the members of the press for 
mutual benefit and protection. It is the con- 
sideration of this business which has brought 
you all here today—many of you from dis- 
tant cities. You come to hear the annual re- 
port read, and to consider the affairs of the 
association, its income and outlay; its rela- 
tions to the news collecting business, and to 
hear suggestions as to how the coliection of 
the news at nome and abroad may be made 
more perfect. 

The New York newspapers formed an asso- 


tion of news obtained by telegraphic means 
just.as soon as the Morse wires were ex- 
tended to the adjacent cities. They hired 
the transmission of a certain number of 
words per day {rpm various points of collec- 
tion to New York, and an agent of theirs, D. 
It. Craig, made up a news report therefrom, 
and sold it toas many outside newspapers as 
could afford to pay the price charged for it 
and telegraph tolls for carrying it to them. 
That was the first of the Associated Press 
business. Mr. Craig was the boss and dicta- 
tor. He had a short and effettual way of en- 
forcing discipline and maintaining his au- 
thority. If any of us grumbled at the late- 
ness of receiving his news, or its quality, o* 
talked back to his autocracy, he cut us off; 
stopped our news, and after we had begged 
his pardon and premised never to rej-eat our 
offense, he ‘would let up, but fine us to-the 
amount of the cost of the news if we had 
received it. 

‘When I embarked in publishing a morn- 
ing daily paper in Cleveland in 1852, I found 
the Craig rule sharply euforced, including 
one which «ut off any paper which became 
delinquent in paving its bills for tho tele- 
graph news. | was-sometimes more bothi- 
cred in che)ing the last namcd rule-than any 
of the others. When advertisers were slow 
in paying their bills I had to ‘ shin round’ 
for the money with which to pay Craig, for 
to go to press without his news, thin anda 
scanty as it vas, would be to go broke and 
suspend publication, hence I had to hasten 
sometimes to Keep my credit good with the 
autocrat. But there were other publishers 
in Ohio who also found it inconvenient to 
obey all of Craig’s rules, especially the pe- 
cuniary one. ButI must not be too severe on 
the New York Associated Press agent, for 
at the time of the first serious quarrel «f the 
Western press with that @f New York he did 
us great and useful service. The history of 
it may be found among the records of the 
Western Press Association, or you can find it 
out by inquiring cf Richard Smith or Mu ‘at 
Halstead, then publishing the Cincinnati Ga- 
gzette and Cincinnati Commercial, or your 
humble servant, if found with humor to re- 
late the particulars of that ‘ war.’ 


Western Men in Revolt. 


‘The Western newspapers gréw more dis- 
satisfied each year with the telegraph press 
service, the country news, its high cost, and 
the arbitrary treatment they were subject 
to, and at last called a conference meeting of 
the publishers of half a dozen Western States 
at Indianapolis. We formed an organization 
under the name of the Western Associated 
Press and adopted some rules which would 
not disturb the Associated Press of New 
York or arouse the suspicion of its amiable 
agent. A committee was appointed to visit 

ew York, and Gen. Anson Stager, General 
WeStern Telegraph Agent, went along to 
help us. We succeeded in being allowed to 
put the news agent into the New York As- 
sociated Press office with authority to make 
up and send a 300-word extra dispatch to 
the afternoon papers and a.l, word mes- 
sage, to be put on the wires after 10 p. m., 
for the morning papers. It was called the 
midnight dispatch, and was published in 
an extra edition. We secured it at low tolls, | 
The extra day dispatch was comparatively 
expensive, as its wires were occupjed at that 
time on commercial business. 

“The next year we met again, perhaps at 
Cincinnati, and again managed to obtain 
further concessions and more telegraphic 
news from New York. The third year we 
met in Cleveland, the fourth in Louisville, 
the fifth in Chicago, the sixth in Detroit, and 
thus we itinerated or boarded around until 
we settled down in an official headquarters 
—Detroit—under a regular charter and by- 
laws for twenty years. We asked the New 
York association to recognize our separate 
organization and sell and exchange news 
with us, which that organization refused to 
do. We then declared our independence, 
had a war, and won out. The New York As- 
sociation coneeded most of our demands 
and formed an alliance with us. We had 
some subsequent disputes, but not of seri- 
ous character until the present one.

We 
therefore favor the immediate repeal of 
all laws by which silver was demonetized, 
and demand its unqualified restoration to 
the right of free and unlimited coinage in the 
mints of the Ureted States as money of final 
redemption at the old ratio of 16 tol. 

“ Third—We recognize the fact that upon 


this question the country nas reached a crisis 


that can be no longer evaded nor postponed. 
We know that the result of the conflict must 
be a return to the money of the Constitution, 
or the substitution therefor for all time to 
come of a standard of values, born of Brit- 
ish aristocratic greed, that doubles the pur- 
chasing power of money, and in behalf of 
the toiling millions of this republic we wel- 
come the conflict and pledge the Democratic 
party of Iowa to stand by the Constitution, 
to defend the'‘right, to beat back with all 
its strength every aggression of the 
money power of the Old and New World 
aliké, and to aid to the utmost limit of its 
ability in restoring to ourselves and our pos- 
terity the sacred heritage of the financial 
system bequeathed to the American people 
by the fathers of the republic and which 
was equally fair and just to all citizens, and 
in this effort we cordially invite the co- 
operation of. all good citizens without refer- 
ence to political affiliations in the past. 
‘*Fourth—We hereby enter our most 
earnest protest against all schemes for the 
retirement of our non-interest-bearing na- 
tional paper currency and the substitution 
therefor of $500,000,000 of interest-bearing 
bonds, to become an additional burden upon 
the producing classes, that national banks 
may be supplied with interest-bearing capi- 
tal on which to transact their individual 
business. And we also protest against the 
further issuance and sale of government 
bonds to acquire gold with which to redeem 
the same with the coin of either metal it 
may possess, in strict accord with both the 


spirit and the letter of the law. ‘a 
t 


“ Fifth—We denounce as a transparen 
fallacy the claim that labor can be bene- 
fitted by the maintenance of a single gold 
standard as the basis of our financial sys- 
tem. The experience of all ages and of 
every country alike clearly demonstrate 
that a contracted currency invariably com- 
pels a contraction of business, the lessening 
of industrial enterprises, the enforced idle- 
ness of great numbers of the working 
classes, and nothing of which the human 
mind can conceive is more clearly self-evi- 
dent than the naked truth that the wages 
of labor must always be adjusted to and cor- 


respond with the prices of labor’s products 


in the markets in which they are sold. 

** Eighth—Reposing full faith and confi- 
dence in the Democracy, patriotism, and 
ability of Horace Boles, formerly Governor 
of the State of Iowa, we hereby declare it to 
be the Dounden duty of every patriot in lowa 
without regard to former party affiliations 
to use all honorable means to secure his 
nomination at the Democratic National con- 
vention to be held at Chicago, July 7, 1806, 
for the high and responsible office of Presi- 
dent of these United States, to the end that 
the principles of Jeffersonian Democracy be 
preserved and promoted and liberty and 
prosperity be restored to the great body of 
the people, and the delegates to the conven- 
tion are expressly authorized and instructed 
to place his name in nomination at Chicago.” 


Fight of Sound Money Men. 


After the reading of the majority report 
Judge French presented the following mi- 
nority report as a substitute for the free sil- 
ver plank:

We therefore oppose all 
devices for debasing the currency, whether 
further issues of government paper money 
or the free coinage of silver at16to1. Con-

‘‘“We heartily indorse the administration 
of President Cleveland [cries of ‘* Oh,” 
“ Oh,” and groans] for its wisdom, courage, 
and fidelity to the public interests. (Cries 
of “‘ Rats!’’] 

‘* Committed as the Republican party is to 
the reénactment of McKinleyism, we wel- 
come a renewal of the contest of 1892 upon 
this issue, with the abiding faith that the 
people will again register the same verdict 
as in that contest upon the odious system 
of bounties dnd class favoritism.” 

Judge French then began to address the 
convention, but motions to adjourn and to 
lie on the table, accompanied by cheers from 
the gold men and groans from the silverites, 
created suchya pandemonium that he could 
not be heard. 

Finally Judge French was allowed to talk. 
He urged the silver men to be careful of the 
steps they were about totake. He said they 
could not, as Democrats, vote for such a 
financial plank as was contained in the res- 
olutions of the majority. If they voted for 
it they were not Democrats.

MAJ. M’KINLEY IN HIS STUDY AT HIS HOME IN CANTON, OHIO. 
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This statement made to THE TRIBUNE 
is, by the way, the longest given for pub- 
lication by Mr. Hanna since the beginning 
of the campaign for Maj.

“The Democratic party of South Dakota 
is in favor of the present standard value in 
our monetary system and the use of full legal 
tender silver coins and paper convertible into 
coin on demand in such quantities as can be 
maintained without impairing or endanger- 
ing the credit of the government or dimin- 
ishing the purchasing or debt-paying power 
of the money in the hands of the people.’’ 

Lynch of Beadle moved the adoption of the 
fcllowing as a substitute: 

** Resoived, That we demand a restoration 
of the money of the Constitution by a law 
providing for the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver as full legal tender 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, regardless of the ac- 
tion of any other country.” 

The convention by a vote of 167% to 224% 
rejected the substitute and adopted the orig- 
inal resolution. 

The other resolutions arraign the Repub- 
lican party for extravagance and declare an 
unalterable allegiance to the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration, also oppose any effort to ma- 
terially alter the present just and conserva- 
tive tariff, and pronounce against secret 
political organizations. 


The fight over the financial plank was ex- 


tremely warm, but the free silver delegates 
did not withdraw-from the convention, as 
was rumored they would do early in the 
evening. 

The sound money Democrats received im- 
portant reinforcements this morning, nota- 
bly from the Black Hills, whose delegates 
have been for silver, but changed to a right 
about because of the flood of protests from 
that part of the State. 

Last night the silverites had matters their 
own way and would not concede that the 


battle was lost. 

The gold men secured the temporary or- 
ganization by a small'majority. 

The State officers’ nominating convention 
was called this noon to be held in Deadwood 


on Sept. 16. 


DENOUNCE GROVER AS A DESPOT. 


South Carolina Democrats Indorse 
Free Silver at 16 to 1. 
Columbia, 8. C., May 20.—[{Special.]—The 
Democratic State convention, which met 
here today, was thoroughly under Senator 
Tillman’s control, and, as his opponents were 
in a hopeless minority, there was little fric- 
tion in the proceedings. The financial plank 


adopted is as follows: 

‘* We demand the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 tol, regardless 
ot the action of any and all nations, and that 
such coinage be a legal tender for all debts, 
public and private.” 

The abolition of the national banking sys- 
tem is also advocated. 

A. H. Patterson was elected Permanent 
Chairman. In his speech he cautioned the 
convention not to vote for delegates to Chi- 
cago who favored anything but free silver 
or who would vote for any man who had be- 
trayed his party as he said Cleveland had 
done. 

This sentiment brought forth great ap- 
plause. | 

Senator Irby, who opposes Tillman’s ideas 
about bolting, introduced a resolution pledg- 
ing the party to abide by the decision of the 
national convention. This was referred to 
the Committee on Platform and Resolutions, 
of which Senator Tillman is Chairman. The 
resolution was reported unfavorably and the 
report was overwhelmingly adopted. The 
committee made no recommendatiog on this 
subject, leaving the delegates free to follow 
Senator Tillman out of the national conven- 
tion if free silver was not declared for and a 
free silver candidate is not nominated. 

A resolution by Senator Tillman, which ts 
part of the platform, says the administra- 
tion of Cleveland is “undemocratic and 
tyrannical and a departure from those prin- 
ciples which are cherished by all lberty- 
loving people. The veto power has been 
used to thwart the will of the people as ex- 
pressed by the Representatives in Congress.

LIVELY DEBATE OVER QUESTION OF 
CHURCH DISCIPLINE. . 


Delegates to the Methodist General 

Conference Again Thrash the Straw 
of the Sinfulness of Card Piaying, 
Dancing, and Theater and Circus 
Attendance—Proposal to Make No 
Change Is Overwhelmingly I»- 
dorsed—Church Officers Selected. 

‘Cleveland, O., May 20.—[Special. 
‘election of Bishops in the M. E.G 
Conference Nas not ended the excitement 
attendant upon the gathering. The amuse- 
ment question and the matter of dis 
created almiost as earnest a debate. It was 
the report of the Committee on State of the 
Church that created the most spirited dis- 
cussion of the entire conference. 

The committee’s recommendation was that 
no change be made in the wording of the 
present discipline, which forbids cards, 
dancing, the theater, and the circus. 

‘The Rev. Levi Masters took the floor and 
- delivered -himself of a speech containing 
some very plain language. The proper 
course, in his estimation, wasto simply lay 
down the géneral principle, leaving its ap- 
plication to the individual conscience and 
judgment, If a good Methodist could not 
under any circumstance attend a horse race 
why allow him-to watch a game of football; 
if hte couldn’t play cards, why let him play 
billiards. The fact of the matter, he de- 
clared, was that the present rule was sys- 
_ tematically ignored. 

Defenders for the Discipline. 

The Rev. J. B. Graw of New York regard- 
ed it as urfortunate that anybody should 
wanta change. “ This is,”’ said he, *“ an age 
of worldliness and sinful pleasure. If this 
paragraph is removed it will carry joy to the 
hearts of those who belong to the church and 
yet are not regarded as spiritually-minded.”’ 
When the objection to the paragraph comes 
to be analyzed it is seen to be founded on 
the fact that it specifies a number of sins 
but does not specify them all. He would 
stand by the present discipline to the end, 
even though he stood alone. 

Dr. Berry, editor of the Epworth Herald 
and representative of the Epworth League, 
opposed the change. He declared that the 
young people of the church wanted it kept 
as itis.. They felt the need of the safeguard 
provided by the enumeration of the more 
subtle forms of temptation. | 

The -Rev. John D. Walsh of*Kentucky 
thought the present wording of the clause 
somewhat mixed, but its meaning was clear 
enough. To change it now would give tke 
impression that the church had withdrawn 
its objections. : 

A standing vote was taken and the rec- 
ommendation to make no change was in- 
dorsed: by a large majority, only about forty 
of the 500 delegates being on the negative 
side. 7

Bishop Foster, who had presided during 
the morning and had vainly tried to keep 
erder, announced after recess that he would 
yield the chair to Bishop Goodsell. He went 
on to say that he had received letters from 
_ all partseof the country denouncing his re-

* These brethren have been misinformed,”’ 
he continued. “ There comes a time in every 
man's life when he must retire, and the 
conference simply recognized this fact.”’

GEN. WEYLER’S BAN ON CUBAN LEAF 
TOBACCO PROVES A BOON. 


It Will Result in Promoting the In- 
dustry in the United States Be- 
ecnause of the Necessarily Increased 
Demand for the Home-Grown Arti- 
cle—Traveling Salesmen Will ,Be 


Called In Because of the Temporary | 


Effect of the Edict. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.,] 

Havana, Cuba, May 20.—(Copyrighted, 
1806, by the Prees Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—Gen. Weyler’s decree 
prohibiting the export of tobacco has 
brought American dealers here to hasten 
the export of purchases heretofore made. 
Eight arrived from Tampa today. A mem- 
ber of the firm of Seldenberg & Co. says 
that they have $200,000 worth of leaf tobacco 
on the island and cannot bale it In ten days. 
The Tampa men declare that thelr business 
will be ruined. Consul-General Williams 
says the United States Government has 
taken. no action in the premises, but that 
protests have been filed by other govern- 
ments, 

The objeet of the order is to keep employed 
a class of Cubans here who might add tothe 
troubles if left idle by a failure of the to- 
bacco supply. Moreover, shutting off ex- 
portation will hurt an American industry 
which is supposed to contribute aid to the 
rebels. 

Back of the order are capitalists and man- 
ufacturers interested in keeping down the 
price of tobacco here, which the American 
demand has been ralsing. 

Frank Larrue, a Cuban of French extrac- 
tion and a naturalized American citizen, has 
been arrested in Cordens charged with aid- 
ing the rebels. Noaction has yet been taken 
in the case by Consul-General Williams. 

Armando Acevedo, a leading lawyer in 
Matanzas, was shot dead in the streets. He 
was a brother of Pedro Acevedo, a rebel 
leader. 

New York, May 20.—{Special.]—The big 
Havana cigar manufacturers in New York 
Say that all the cigar factories in the city 
engaged in the manufacture of clear Ha- 
vanas will be ciosed down in ninety days as 
the result of Gen. Weyler’s decree forbid- 
ding the exportation from Cuba of leaf to- 
bacco. 

A thousand men will be throwmout of em- 
ployment here and 40,000 will have to quit 
work in Florida. Other places throughout 
the country will be affected in a lesser de- 
gree. 

The manufacturers in this city have tele- 
graphed their salesmen to come home. 

While Wevler’s order has this disastrous 
effect on the clear Havana trade it is a dis- 
tinct boon to the domestic tobacco growers 
and to manufacturers of cheap brands. 

The domestic leaf already has gone up 25 
per cent in price, and the manufacturers of 
cheap cigars are looking for a big boom in 
business. 

Leading cigar manufacturers and jobbers 
ridicule the announcement made in a morn- 
ing paper that asa a.result of Gen. Weyler’s 
orders in Cuba nearly every manufactory in 
Chicago engaged im making Havana cigars 
will close within ninety days and that thou- 
sands of cigarmakers will be thrown out of 
employment. 

Eygene Vallens, one of the largest manu- 
ee and importers of Havana goods, 
said: 

‘It is undoubtedly true that stocks, espe- 
cially wrapper stocks, are light in this 
country, but they are sufficient to last for at 
least four months, and before that time I 
look for a repeal of the Weyler edict pro- 
hibiting the exportation of leaf tobacco from 
Cuba. By that time the Spanish Govern- 
ment will have become thoroughly satis- 
fied of the folly of the order. It undoubtedly 
was issued under the impression that it 
would cripple the resources of the Cuban 
cigarmakers of this country and thus pre- 
vent them from contributing to the support 
of the insurgent cause. 

* There are many more growers of tobacco 
in Cuba than manufacturers, and when they 
find the price of their product cut in two as 
a result of this order they will not feel dis- 
posed to submit quietly. The American 
market has been their salvation. 

“ Already protests are being raised against 
the order in Havana, as the following cable- 
gram received yesterday from our Havana 
house will show: 

**A protest has been entered hefore the 
Executive Council against the edict. WHil 
telegraph results of their deliberations.’ 

“Should the edict continue in force for 
any length of time it would undoubtedly 
affect the prices of Havana goods, but I 
don’t think it world result in throwing 
many cigarmakers out of employment.” 


CANOVAS FORESEES NO TROUBLE. 


Premier Says the Compétitor Case Will 
Not Disturb Foreign Relations. 
[SPECIAL CAPLE BY A. E. HOUGHTON. ] 

Madrid, Spain, May 20.—[{Copyrighted, 1808, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}]—** The Competitor case is not at all 
likely to disturb the relations between the 
Spanish and the American Governments,”’ 
said Premier Canovas to me today. 

“The official relations between the two 
countries,’’ the Premier went on to say, 
“have become of late even more cordial, if 
possible, than ever, while the general rela- 
tions also are improving with the subst- 
dence of popular excitement on both sides. 

“The Spanish Government is quite satis- 
fied with the friendly disposition shown all 
through by President Cleveland, Secretary 
Olney, and the other Federal authorities, 
especially with the fair, amicable tone 
adopted in the representations made about 
the Competitor case.” 

Premier Canovas spoke also of the efforts 
of the American Government to get from the 
inferior courts and the United States Su- 
preme Court some well-defined, fixed juris- 
prudence ‘in regard to filibustering expedi- 
tions. ‘“‘In the Competitor case,”’ he con- 
tinued, “ this government was able to inter- 
fere on political and diplomatic grounds to 
suspend execution of the court-martial’s sen- 
tence, and decided to refer the whole case 
to the Supreme Naval and Military Court of 
Appeals in Madrid, which is competent to 
pronounce not only on the validity of the 
procedure, but on the merits of the case. 

“ The executive branch of the government 
could not invade the domain of judicial 
power, but the Supreme Court will ascer- 
tain whether or not the procedure and de- 
cision of the rfaval court-martial at Havana 
were in harmony with the stipulations of the 
treaty of 1795 and the protcucol of 1877, which 
naturally could not be set aside by any subse- 
quent Spanish legislation or Spanish court. 

“ The appointment of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee 
to be Consul-General at Havana causes no 
concern or apprehension, as the Spanish 
Minister at Washington continues to report 
the excellent disposition of the executive. 

~The debates in the American and the 
Spanteh Congresses will not affect materially 
the relations of the two countries. We un- 
derstand\that the executive in America can- 
not interMere with the freedom of speech of 
orators, though here in Spain we have the 
advantage that our Ministers present in the 
Cortes can always point out that the gov- 
ernment and the majority of the nation are 
not responsible for the utterances of the op- 
position members. 

“‘ My opinion is that the state of affairs in 
Cuba is improving in its military and polit- 
ical aspects. The insurgents are beginning 
to surrender, with their’arms, and families 
are coming in to seek the protection of our 
forces, which have been able to push opera- 
rep in May, as the rains begin later this

American soil, the details of which are an 
insult to the boasted intelligence of the end 
of the nineteenth century.

2a condition of war as is recognized by mod- 


ern civilization. The wholesale murder of 
prisoners-of-war and non-combatants should 
cease. The virtue of women should be re- 
spected. The cries of helpless children of 
slain and outraged parents should be made 
through the House of Representatives to 
reach the brain and the alleged heart of the 
President, who, through his own little ones, 
should be within reach of some feeling of 
humanity. 

‘The world recognizes—from a standpoint 
of humanity—that war exists in Cuba. The 
failure to officially so declare rests upon the 
head of the Executive. It is apprehended 
that this resolution may show him where he 
stands—in open opposition to the will of the 
people. Let the horrors cease.”’ 


FILIBUSTERS SAIL FROM NEW YORK. 


‘Steamer Three Friends Takes a Val- 


uuble Cargo of Arms to Cuba. 
_ New York, May 20.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Rafael M. Portuondo’s filibustering expedi- 
tion succeeded in stealing out of New York 
harbor early on last Saturday morningeon 
board the steamer Three Friends. 

Gen. Portuondo was on board. with thirty- 
five: Cubans under command of Gen. 
Couspler. They had been brought from 
Brooklyn by a tug.

He 
shot his wife through the temple as she lay 
asleep, and then sat down and wrote several!

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NEW ROLE FOR HENSON. 


FIRST PRODUCTION IN THE WEST OF 
TINEL’S “ FRANCIS.” 


Second Concert in the Cincinnati May 
Festival Series Is Not a Success Ma- 
sically, buat the Fault Is That of the 
Chorus and Not of the Composer 
or Soloists—Narrative Is Given to 
the First Tenors, Who Were Not 
Equal to the Innovation. 

Cincinnati, O., May 20.—[Special.]—The 
second concert in the May festival series took 
place this evening in Springer Hall amid 
scenes similar to those of last evening. The 
audience was if anything a larger and more 
enthusiastic one in spite of the threatening 
aspect of. the weather. The program for 
this evening was devoted entirely to the first 
production in the West of Tinel’s “ St. Fran- 
cis,"" or, more properly, ‘‘ Francis,”’ the 
libretto for which was written by a Flemish 
poet, Lodewijk de Koninck. 

The story of Tinel’s *“‘ Francis ” is founded 
upon incidents in the life of St. Francis of 
Assisi, founder of the order of the Francis- 
cans, following him through life, beginning 
with happy, careless, pleasure loving boy- 
hood, through paths of self renunciation, 
poverty, and internal conflict up to his final 
glorification and santification. The story, 
based on these incidents, gives ample scope 
for musical illustration, working steadily 
toward a legitimate and inspiring climax. 

The libretto is full of poetic suggestions, 
noble and strong throughout. The English 
adaptation is by Mr. John Fenton, and is 
wonderfully good@ for a translation, adher- 
~ very closely ‘to the original meaning 
without sacrificing the poetic effect. This 
work has proved a great favorite in the Old 
World, where it has been sung nearly fifty 
times in Germany and a dozen times in En- 
gland. It received its first production in the 
English language at the Cardiff (Wales) 
festival, of which Sir Joseph Barnby was the 
musical director, a little over a year ago, 
and since then at Bradford, Manchester, 
Liverpool, and Bristol. 

The performance of this evening was far 
from being the success, musically, that 
greeted the audience of last evening. The 
soloists and orchestra were up to the re- 
quirements of the score in nearly every 
case, but no so the chorus. The narrative, 
instead of being intrusted to one or more 
soloists, as is so often the case, is given by 
Mr. Tinel to the first tenors, who, un- 
fortunately for every one concerned, are not 
usually found in large numbers, nor with 
large and leading voices, in the United 
States. Hence their attempts to tell the 
story of the oratorio was a lamentable 
failure. 

Mr. Tinel may have realized that such a 
possibility might arise, for in the second 
part of ‘‘ Francis’’ he gives the narrative 
to the basses, but, alas!. the result was not 
perceptibly better. When tHe chorus had an‘ 
opportunity to sing all four parts at once the 
volume of sound seemed to give the indlivid- 
ual singer courage with decidedly favorable 
result, but when any one part essayed to 
take up the thread on its own responsibility 
the effort was weak, the attack poor, and in- 
tonation and pitch faulty.

The solos assigned to,Mme. Henson may 
be said to be absolutely thankless, having 
nothing but technical beauties which appeal 
only to a musician to recommend them, with 
not even.a hold on a high note, so dear to 
every, Soprano’s heart, to redeem them in the 
sepals sixht. She sang, however, like a 
musician, the only criticism which could 
justly be made being a tendency at times to 
vary slightly from the key, which, all things 
considered, might be pardoned. 

Mr. Ben Davies, on whom the brunt of the 
solo work fell, wag in better voice 
last evening and shing the part of 

Francis with intelligence and beauty. Hts 
singing of the **‘ Hymn of the Sun” and the 
“Hymn of Love” created the nearest ap- 
proach to enthusiasm on the part of the 
audience. 

Mr. Ffrangcon Davies sang the rdle of 
the Host with great dignity and fine déclam- 
atory effect. 

The minor parts, principally in concerted 
work, were most acceptably taken by the 
gentlemen to whom they were allotted, Mr 
Hamlin’s voice showing to particular ad- 
vantage in the quartet. The singing of this 
quartet demonstrated positively one fact, 
and that was that Mr. Tinel’s composition, 
to receive its proper rendition, should be sung 
by musicians and not by amateurs.

WORDY WAR OVER ICE QUESTION. 
Commissioner Kerr Writes a Caustic 
Letter to the Civic Federation. 

The charge of selling impure ice in the city 
for domestic uses will be brought before the 
Central Council of the Civic Federation at 
its meeting in the Palmer House this even- 
ing. In the meantime there is likely to be a 
merry war of words between the federation 
officers and the City Health Department. 

Commissioner Kerr addressed a letter to 
President W. T. Baker late last night in 
which he says he knew it all the time and 
was powerless to act on account of the Coun- 
cil having failed to pass the ice ordinance 
he requested several months ago. 

The Knickerbocker Ice company enters a 
general denial to the charges. The Washing- 
ton Ice company said it preferred not to dis- 
cuss the subject. 

The Civic Federation referred the matter 
to Mayor Swift early yesterday morning in 
a letter in which it said: 

‘* Recognizing the serfous menace to public 
health which arises from the sale of impure 
ice in our city, the Public Health committee 
of the Civic Federation Cesires to call your 
official attention to the following facts con- 
cerning our ice supply: Out of five samples 
of ice sold to the agents of the Civic Federa- 
tion at different stations and by different 
companies for domestic or drinking purposes 
none was found safe for use... We think it 
only necessary to call your Honor’s attention 
to these facts in order to secure an immedi- 
ate enforcement of the ordinance.’’ 

The signatures to this letter are typewrit- 
ten and are:

Accompanying the letter were unsigned 
statements of detectives of the Civic Fed- 
eration, covering the situation practically 
as stated in THe TRIBUNE of yesterday. 

The letter and accompanying statements 
were given to Health Commissioner Kerr, 
who at once prepared an answer to Mr. 
Baker and the Civic Federation. After call- 
ing attention to what he terms “‘ the want of 
authentic signatures ’’ to the document (the 
Signatures being typewritten), and the same 
lack of signatures to the purported reports 
of detectives, Mr. Kerr says: 

** These, however, are minor matters, since 
there is nothing tn the report, or in its ae- 
companying document, of practical value, 
except as evidence of the interest taken by 
federation in all sorts of affairs. By 
‘practical value’ I mean that there is ab- 
solutely nothing important, and at the same 
time true, in these seventeen pages which 
was not already known and of record in 
the Health Department, whose business it 
is to know, and, so far as it has legal author- 
ity and resources, to deal with. 

‘As a matter of fact, your detectives’ re- 
ports and the alleged results of your chem- 
ist’s analyses are wholly insignificant as 
compared with the information secured by 
the city bacteriologist and city chemist, and 
their six inspectors, concerning every one 
of the thirty-eight localities from which last 
winter’s ice supply was cut. Of the thirty- 
eight localities inspected the’ water was pro- 
nounced ‘ good’ in eight, ‘ usable’ in eleven, 
‘suspicious’ in nine, and ‘ bad in ten. 

‘*‘ I have bonds from twenty-eight ice deal- 
ers, and if the Civic Federation will furnish 
proof competent to convict any of them 
of violation of the ordinances concerning 
the cutting, storing, and sale of ice, every 
city official concerned will be prompt to avail 
himself of such proof.’’ 

Mr. Shedd of the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany said yeSterday there was no truth 
in the report that his company was selling 
impure ice for domestic purposes. He said 
his company was under bond to the city not 
to sell impure ice, and it was not doling so. 
The domestic ice sold was from Wolf Lake, 
which was guarded from contamination by 
dams, and special sewers carrying off the 
drainage to the river. None of the river 
water got into that lake. The ice was being 
used for home consumption, and as such 
he considered it safe and pure. 

At the office of the Washington Ice com- 
pany nothing would be said about the charge 
of selling impure ice. They did not care to 
deny or affirm the charges. 


GOES BEFORE GRAND jiURY TODAY. 


Inspector Shea Will Present His Evi- 
dence in the Marshall Case. pe 


Inspector Shea started ona tour of investi- 


gation when he heard of the published state- 
ments purporting to come from Inspector 
Schaack and Detective Andy Rohan ques- 
tioning the validity of his evidence against 
the men under arrest for the Marshall mur- 
der.

Woman in Business. 

Woman's introduction into the business 
world is no longer an- experiment. The 
feminine Wwage-earner is now a permanent 
factor in the national economy. The in- 
dividual drops out of the ranks to form 
a center around which home springs up, but 
another woman, not a man, takes her place. 
The type remains. More and more places 
are being made for women, to such an ex- 
tent that a recent census bulletin reports 
the increase in the number of women em- 
ployed in gainful occupations during the 
period between 1870 and 1890 to have been 
113 per cent, while in trade and transporta- 
tion the increase was 1,051 per cent. This 
change is significant. It is, in fact, a revolu- 
tion. Twenty, or indeed, ten years ago the 
girls of an ordinary middle class family in 
which the father was a small business-man, 
an expert mechanic, or a farmer capable of 
supporting his family with decency if not 
absolute comfort, were expected to stay at 
home and help with the housework until 
they went to preside over homes of their 
own. It was considered something of a 
slur to say that a man’s daughters were 
obliged to go out to work. Nowadays this 
sentiment is reversed. A business training 
is as much a matter of course for the 
daughters as for the sons. And no one 
is surprised when the daughters prefer put- 
ting the training into practice instead of 
devoting their time to household duties en- 
livened with social amusements. The

ALTGELD’S LATEST SELF-INTERVIEW. 

If Altgeld were not afraid of the sound 
money Democrats of Illinois he would take 
no notice of them. His abusive attack on 
them printed yesterday is evidence that he 
is worried. He says: 

The split now talked of is nolse simply—much 
noise, but the Democratic party will not heed it, 
The party will go steadily along letting the ma- 
jority rule, and from present indications will de- 
clare almest unanimously for the free coinage of 
both silver and gold as it formerly stood. 

It does not do to sneer at splits or bolts, 
even when they are small ones. They have 
cost great parties Presidents as well as 
Governors and minor officers. A com- 
paratively small number of the honest 
money Democrats voted the Republican 
ticket in this county in 1894. But seven 
Republicans were elected to Congress from 
districts which had been gerrymandered by 
the Democratic Legislature so that at least 
four Democrats to two Republicans might 
be returned from them, one being doubtful. 

In the remaining fifteen Congressional 
districts of the State there was not very 
much bolting done, but there was enough 
to give the Republican candidates a ma- 
jority in all of them and to roll upa popular 
majority of 133,000 for the State ticket. 
That was before Altgeld called his free 
silver convention of last year and before he 
had made it apparent to the honest money 
Democrats that he intended to make their 
party a rotten money one. 

Atgeld says sneeringly that * the Federal 
ofliceholders and a few bankers and cor- 
poration lawyers, who, though shrewd, 
have no constituency,” make up the honest 
money Democrats. When he studies the 
election returns this fall he will see that 
‘they contradict him. The Republican ma- 
jority, far greater than the phenomenal one 
of 1894, will show that there is much more 
than noise to the split he scoffs at. 

While abusing the honest money Demo- 
crats Altgeld repeats some of the old free 
silver falsehoods. He says, for instance, 
that he and his gang are for the “ free coin- 
age of both gold and silver as it formerly 
stood.” At the time he refers to the silver 
dollar was worth 101 cents to 100 cents for 
the gold dollar. As it stands now the silver 
in a silver dollar is worth but 51 cents. 

How, then, can bimetallism, which is 
what Altgeld says falsely he yearns for, 
be restored at 16 to 1? He does not ex- 
plain how. He never has answered that 
question. He ignores it and keeps on re- 
peating his foolish assertion. The sound 
money Democrats should endeavor to com- 
pel him to explain how it is possible to estab- 
lish bimetallism when the 371% grains of 
pure silver in a dollar are worth only 51 
cents in Mexico, China, Japan, and all the 
other nations of the world. 


JOHN SHERMAN FOR SECRETARY OF 
STATE, 

The certainty of the outcome of the next 
national election is so generally accepted 
that the work of constructing the Cabinet 
has already begun. It is in the air that 
McKinley will be the next President and 
Tom Reed the next Vice-President. The 
little birds in every tree are singing it all 
over McKinleyland, which embraces three- 
fourths of the area of the United States, 
Now, those who are on the inside say that 
John Sherman will be Secretary of State 
in the next Cabinet. That is a good start— 
McKinley, Reed, and Sherman. 

The appointment of Sherman would be 
an excellent one. He has been in the Cab- 
inet before as Secretary of the Treasury, 
but he would fill the Department of State 
just as brilliantly andably. No more avail- 
able or influential man could be found for 
the head of President McKinley’s Cabinet. 
His fame is national. His long experience 
on the Committee on Foreign Affairs has 
equippe@d him with unusual diplomatic ex- 
perience and international knowledge. Our 
relations with all foreign nations would be 
safe in his hands. He would not give the 
country a jingo administration, nor, on the 
other hand, would he institute a timid or 
craven national policy. At the same time 
he would secure general respect for this 
government among all outside nations, and 
should a dangerous emergency arise he 
could be trusted-to meet it and come out 
of it with honor, dignity, and self-respect. 
President McKinley will begin well if he 
appoints Senator Sherman Secretary cf 
State. If he shall put as strong and capa- 
ble men at the head of the other depart- 
ments he will have an ideal Cabinet. 


TOM REED FOR SECOND PLACE. 

Congressman Grosvenor of Ohio, the rec- 
ognized leader of the McKinley canvass, 
has made an oracular utterance to the ef- 
fect that unless Speaker Reed himself fore- 
stalls the movement he will be nominated 
for Vice-President at St. Louis by acclama- 
tion. Mr. Grosvenor bases his utterances 
upon the fact that letters have been pouring 
in from all parts of the country showing that 
the people want the man from Maine to be 
on the same ticket with the man from Ohio, 
both asa matter of expediency and of good 
politics. He also quotes the fact that thus 
far in the history of politics in this country 
no nominee for the Vice-Presidency has de- 
clined that honor, and he does not see how 
: Speaker Reed could create such a precedent 
in the face of the unanimous call of his 
countrymen. Mr. Grosvenor, who is cer- 
tainly qualified to speak in this connection, 
also asserts that there is not the slightest 
use for Mr. Quay to go to Cantou with the 
idea of laying the wires for the second place 
nomination, as there is not the remotest 
possibility of its being consummated. 

Evidently, then, Speaker Reed will be 
McKinley’s running mate, unless he himself 
says no. It would make the fastest team 
that ever ran in a Presidential race. It 
would be easy, then, to pick the winners be- 
fore the race began, They would run a mile

WHAT THE BANK FIGURES SHOW. 

The consolidated reports of the national 
banks of this city for this month show a 
decrease in loans and discounts, as com- 
pared with May of last year, of $5,800,000, 
and in individual deposits of $2,700,000, 
These figures show the effect of dull or 
hard times. Had times been prosperous 
there would have been an increase’ of at 
least 5 or 6 per cent instead of this decrease. 

The unsatisfactory figures of this year are 
inevitable in view of the evident decrease 
in opportunities for employment and the 
lessened activity in manufacturing and 
building. The causes of this unhappy con- 
dition of.affairs are twofold. One of them 
is the inadequacy of the protection given 
by the present tariff, which benefits Europe 
at the expense of America. The other is the 
lack of confidence in the maintenance of the 
gold parity of the currency and the appre- 
hension of a slump to 16 to 1 free silver 
and the expulsion of gold from circulation, 

The hard times will last until McKinley is 
elected, the tariff modified, and the money 
question settled in favor of the sound dol- 
lar. Until then workingmen must expect 
low wages and irregular employment. 
Until then men will refrain from investing 
capital in new enterprises, and loans and 
discounts and deposits will shrink rather 
than increase.

A GOOD RIDDANCE TO THE OLD HULK. 

The old Postoffice Building, dead in the 
prime of life, with none to mourn its loss, 
has barely escaped the potter's field. Out 
of the muddle that has attended its delayed 
obsequies one firm, the Chicago House- 
Wrecking company, has been found willing 
to remove its decrepit remains and pay a pit- 
tance for the privilege. "The formal open- 
ing of bids in what was humorously termed 
a competition was a travesty. There was 
only the one bid for the forsaken hulk, and 
$15,519 is all that is offered for this struct- 
ure that cost about $3,000,000 to build. It 
is guaranteed by the company that the mate- 
rial will be removed within five months 
and the work will. be begun at once if the 
government accepts the bid. 

It required three years to construct the 
building, and it was in use only twenty-one 
years, but it cannot be demolished any too 
soon to suit Chicagoans. It is not revered 
as a landmark, for its beauty, or for any 
other reason, and has no associations con- 
nected with it that are agreeable. It was 
always regarded as architecturally ugly 
and more like an incommodious old fort than 
a building to be used for the government 
business of a great city, and the illusion was 
intensified by the porthole-like windows cut 
through the super-thick walls. 

The officers of the wrecking company say 
it contains about 45,000 wagon loads of 
material, and there is no sentiment that will 
improve on this description of the utility of 
the building. If it were sentient well might 
it wonder what it was begun for to endure 
so brief and agitated an existence. As it 
gradually wastes away before the attacks 
of the wreckers, the outposts of progress, 
it will be scattered over the city it disgraced 
so long, partly to fill in the new Lake-Front 
Park, partly as retaining walls in works of 
track elevation, and in a host of other 
humbler ways more fitted to its powers. The 
old hulk is going, going—sic gloria. 


ILIINOIS HONEST MONEY DEMOCRATS. 

Tue TRIBUNE stated yesterday that it 
was the intention of the honest money Dem- 
ocrats, on finding themselves in » minority 
in the Chicago convention, not to submit to 
the free silver platform which will be adopt- 
ed, but to bolt and have a national conven- 
tion of their own. 

The action of the sound money Democrats 
of this State indicates that they are fully 
aware of the proposed bolt and are getting 
ready to play their part in it. They know 
that they can do nothing at the State con- 
vention, even if they elect a majority of 
the Cook County delegates. For nearly all 
the other counties have chosen. or will 
choose, rotten money delegates. In some 


constituents. In many others, where the 
primaries were manipulated by Altgeld men, 
the delegates do not. 

There is nothing for the sound money 
Democrats of this State to do now but 
to lie down and be trampled on, or to 
take the bull by the horns and set up in 
business for themselves, just as the anti-Hill 
Democrats of New York did two years ago 
when the machine tried to ride over them. 
The Illinois Democrats who will not accept 
free silver must have an organization of 
their own, hold a State convention of their 
own, and elect delegates who will sit and 
vote in the honest money national conven- 
tion. 

The preparations are under way. A full 
State committee, representing all sections 
of [llinois, is being selected. When chosen 
a conference will be held, “ at which it will 
be determined as to what action will be ad- 
visable throughout the State to counteract 
the machine tacties by which silver delega~ 
tions have been secured for the State con- 
vention.” | 

There is but one effectual way of counter- 
acting those tactics, and that is by calling a 
convention in which all the honest money 
Democrats of Illinois may be represented, 
and at which delegates will be elected to the 
national convention and a State ticket nom- 
inated, if deemed advisable. Those dele 
gates will not be admitted to the Chicago 
convention, but they will be to the honest 
money one held at a later day. 

The sound money Democrats of this State | 
and city have made two blunders. One of | 
them was in not making a fight last year 
when Altgeld called his free silver conven- 
tion.

SMASH THE ICE TRUST. 

The philanthropic companies which sel] 
ice to the people of Chicago are probably 
trying to solve the mé¢taphysical paoblem 
how long the people will endure a wanton 
violation of the laws of State, city, and 
health. In no other way can it be reasona- 
bly explained why they have dared to break 
all at once. They might have expected to 
run their trust through by a shifty resort to 
legal technicalities, but they certainly can- 
not hope to continue to send into many 
households ice filled with typhoid-fever 
germs and other death-dealing impurities. 
Whether they have been fatuous enough to 
indulgé so preposterous an expectation or 
not, now that the facts have been brought 
to light this infamous combine and insid- 
ious breeder of disease must be smashed. 

The Civie Federation is the latest agency 
to enter the fight, arid it has been aroused 
by the charge that the entire ice harvest 
of the Calumet region, including Woif 
Lake, Calumet Lake, and the Calumet 
River, is so badly contaminated by sewage 
and decayed vegetation as to be totally 
unfit for family use. Regarding the @alu- 
met River says one competent witness: 
“The filth from the packing-houses and 
cattle-feeding pens at Hammond actually 
clogs up the stream at one point to such an 
extent that dredging machines are neces- 
sary to clear the channel.” A mass of tes- 
timony of a like character is in the hands of 
the officials, and the Calumet River is the 
source from which hundreds of tons of ice 
are taken daily to be distributed for family 
use. The dealers who have not hesitated to 
endanger the lives of thousands of people in 
their reckless greed, and who have wet all 
protests with an airy denial or an assump- 
tion of ignorance, appear to have banded 
together in a common war on society. So- 
ciety must lose no time in taking up the 
gauge and wiping out the impertinent pest. 
it must be done thoroughly and immediate- 
ly, even if it requires the undivided atten- 
tion of all the legal machinery of the city, 
backed by the active assistance of the 
1,800,000 inhabitants. Let the explanation 
be thorough and convincing that the pa- 
tience of the people with extortion and con- 
tamination has reaclhied the limit. Proper 
energy in collecting evidence should insure 
the enforcement of the ample laws that 
cover the case. Everybody is morally sure 
and has practical proof there is a trust of 
a kind that has been made _ criminal. 
Health Commissioner Kerr says he has 
known of the organization of the dealers 
for three months, but adds: 

As the movement was explained to me the in- 
tention was to feduce expenses, and it was said 
the companies could sell ice cheaper. 

This is probably correct. Doubtless ex- 
penses have been reduced and they can sell 
ice cheaper. But instead of selling it cheap- 
er they have raised the price from 25 cents 
to 40 cents per 100 pounds, All the compa- 
nies took action together; all consumers 
were notified practically on the same day. 
It is a perfect and almost elementary ex- 
ample of a trust if ever there was one, and 
the law says the penalty shall be a fine of 
not less than $3,000 or more than $5,000, the 
higher figure being put in undoubtedly for 
just such flagrant cases as this one. The 
violation of the city laws has been even more 
open, and, involving the public health, more 
dangerous. Now let everybody hustle 
around for legal evidence and break this 
trust to smithereens. 


THE WHEEL IS FOR WOMAN, TOO. 

People who have a chronic objection to 
the bicycle and especially to its use by wom- 
en have been supplying the void of argu- 
ments with the general statement that doc- 
tors pronounce it harmful. They have even 
supplied details with an assumption of au- 
thority that was convincing in every re- 
spect up to the point where they failed to 
include the name of any responsible med- 
ical guarantor for their assertions. When 
physicians have spoken the weight of their 
testimony generally has been on the other 
side, but they have entered the lists so sel- 
dom their words have been lost in the indis- 
criminate mass of opposing inexpert testi- 
mony by the croakers. 

It is gratifying, therefore, to note the spe- 
cific review of the facts as presented by 
Dr. W. H. Fenton in an article published 
in the Nineteenth Century entitled, “A 
Medical View of Cycling for Ladies.” He 
announces without equivocation that any 
organically sound woman can ride a wheel 
with as much impunity as a similar man, 
and if organically unsound is subjected to 
no more limitations than a man would be. 
He treats the question entirely from a 
medical standpoint, as the title of the arti- 
cle indicates, and does not confuse it with 
any considerations of propriety. There are 
points of difference, however, in the sexes 
that require certain precautions on the part 
of the woman that a man need not take into 
account. Most of these the woman would 
take as a matter of course, but some she 
might overlook, and to that extent Dr. Fen- 
ton’s article should be instructive. 

He points out the obvious fact that women 
come much sooner than men to the end of 
their physical endurance, chiefly because 
of *“ hereditary disuse of their motor cen- 
ters.” For this reason he urges great care 
against overexertion. This the woman 
would naturally take from ordinary pru- 
dential reasons, and the catise of this excess 
of care will be gradually done awuy with as 
her training progresses. The use of the 
leg, the member most severely taxed in all 
cases of wheeling, Dr. Fenton finds to be of 
the greatest practical benefit to all women, 
the shop girl as well as the housewife, 
though from varying causes in each walk of 
life. In healthful restrictions that apply 
solely to women he lays stress chiefly on the 
style of dress. Warm, absorbent under- 
clothing, gaiters, and ample covering for the 
ankles, neck, and arms, with high collars 
and close-fitting sleeves, he recommends 
unreservedly. The common dress of wom- 
en does not sufficiently provide against the 
chills that succeed great exertion and heat, 
-and he urges strict attention to this precau- 
tion. In all other respects, however, Dr. 
Fenton practically bids woman mount her 
wheel at discretion and ride away in serene 
consciousness that she is putting her phys* 
‘ical energies to the best possible use. So 
far from violating any medical or physical 
laws she is complementing them all by gain- ‘ 
ing strength and grace in body and vigor in | 
mind. Confusion to the man hereafter who 
would deny woman the manifold delights 
of the wheel!

PERSONAL INJURY GASES ON NEW BASIS. 


Supreme Court Decides That Causes of 
Action Are Assignable—Benefit to 
Poor ersons and Attorneys. 


No decision that the Supreme Court has 
made in recent years has excited so much 
talk among lawyers of this city as that 
which was handed down last week in the 
case of the North Chicago Street railway 
company vs. Ackley affirming the action 
of the Appellate Court of the Chicago Dis- 
trict about a year ago in affirming a decree 
made in 1894 by Judge Stein of the Chicago 
Superior Court. 

A woman had been made a cripple for life 
by falling from a Clybourn avenue car 
from which she wastrying toalight. In 1892 
she employed L. M. Ackley to prosecute 
an action for damages against the cable com- 
pany and agreed to pay him one-half of what- 
ever he might recover for his services and 
assigned half the cause of action to him to 
secure payment of the fee, and agreed to 
pay court costs and necessary expenses. 
The company refused to pay her as much 
as $1,000 in settlement. 

Suit was begun in the Circuit .Court in 
September, 1891, and two years and a half 
later was reached for trial. Just as it was 
about to be tried the railroad company's 
lawyer went to the woman’s house and 
settled with her by paying her $3,750, and 
entered up judgment against the railway 
company for that amount and had the record 
satisfied. 

The attorney of the woman thereupon filed 
a bill in equity against the company asking 
for a decree that the company pay him one- 
half of the amount of the settlement, alleg- 
ing that the company had had full previous 
notice of his contract with hisclient. Judge 
Stein entered a decree to that effect in Sep- 
tember, 1894, ; 

The company having taken an appeal to 
the Appellate Court this decree was affirmed 
in an opinion written by Judge Gary. 

When it was announced that the Supreme 
Court had affirmed Judge Gary there was 
great curiosity to know upon what grounds 
the Supreme Court based itsruling. Justice 
Craig, who writes an opinion, in which all 
the other justices concur, says whatever 
any cause of action is by statute made to 
survive to the executor or administrator 
upon the death of the claimant, it becomes 
assignable, unless there are reasons of public 
policy which take away the quality of as- 
signability. 

The court finds that the contract between 
the lawyer and his client in this case is valid 
and enforceable, and that the railroad com- 
pany, having paid the full amount to the 
client, after notice, must account to the at- 
torney for one-half of it. 

The decision is so broad and sweeping in 
its terms as to furnish absolute protection 
to the attorney against any settlement being 
made behind his back, and enables any per- 
son who has a meritorious case and no money 
to prosecute it to secure the services of the 
best men at the bar, because he can give 
security for the payment of fees.

Gov. Altgeld will come to Chicago this 
afternoon and take charge of the local fight 
for free silver.

He 
does not want a renomination for Governor. 
His fight is against the Cleveland adminis- 
tration. His great ambition just now, there- 
fore, is to head a strong 16 to 1 delegation 
in the national convention. 

It is furthermore asserted that his Excel- 
lency would not have gone into the ante- 
convention campaign personally, except for 
the fact that Controller Eckles came on 
from Washington and tried to turn the free 
silver Democratic tide in favor of honest 
money. That and the organization of an 
Honest-Money committee in Chicago aroused 
his anger to such an extent he could no 
longer refrain from taking command in per- 
son of the white metal army. He expects 
to. lead it to victory in Chicago and at 
Peoria. 

His generals and captains are greatly 
elated over the situation. They were in 
high spirits at headquarters yesterday.

Principal Reason for Defeat 


The wéakness at second was one reason 
for the defeat, though not the principal one. 
Lowe, Pfeffer, Gleason, and Truby com- 
bined could not have wora victory. Parker 
weakened in one inning and the game was 
won. and lost right there. He did not lose 
control, but every time he sent the ball near 
-the plate there was a crack and a hit anda 
run.

MATCH STOCK SELLS OFE. 


FROM A FAIRLY STRONG OPENING IT 
GOES TO A WEAK CLOSE, 


Heavy Trading During the Day, with 
Total Sales of 17,320 Shares—Open- 
ing Is at 223 with Close at 21114— 
Biscuit Is Also Weak—Suburban 
Electric Lets a Contract for Eight 
Miles of Double Track—Narrow 
Market for Local Securities. 

Diamond Match gave another pyrotechnic 
exhibition yesterday of the descending or- 
der. It opened with a fair show of strength 
at 223, and after the liveliest day’s trading 
that has been known in the stock since the 
advance began it sold off to a close at 21144. 
The official record of sales showed transac- 
tions to the number of 17,320 shares, At 
the close there were sales of 1,250 shares in 
That was the 
last quotation down on the board when the 
Chairman’s gavel fell, but there was another 
sale of 50 shares reported at 211% which the 
Chairman allowed to goon the board. The 
course of the market was not wholly down- 
ward. The declines of the stock were 
stopped several times and there were recov- 
eries, but each time the offerings of stock 
were so heavy as to break the quotation with 
lower prices again as the result. At the 
opening there were, two sales at 223, fol- 
lowed by declines to 222%, 222, and 221%. 
There were fractional advances followed 
by further declines, and at the close of the 
first call the stock was selling at 220. 
this figure it went off rapidly to 213, ad- 
vancing to 216%, declining to 212%, followed 
by a further advance to 215%. It stood at 
this price ten minutes before the close of 
the Exchange, when a further raid was 
made by the bears and the stock went off to 
a weak close at 211. 

There is a diversity of opinion as to who 
are doing the selling in Diamond Match. 
Baldwin & Farnum are heavy sellers, while 
Foreman and Sturges also sold considerable 
stock. There was a good deal of selling 
in small lots by other brokers. Breese & 
Cummings, Edward L. Brewster & Co., 
Counselman & Day, and Chapin & Gaylord 
were among the heavy buyers.

ness relations existing between the bank 
and the Bernard Furth company, of which 
Dr. Furth is the head.

Decrease in Gold Exports—Morgan’s 
$6,500,000 of Northern Pacific 4s. 
NEW YORK. May 20.—The speculative move- 
ment today was almost. entirely based on pro- 
fessional operations and manipulation by the in- 
side interests in Sugar against the shorts. The 
dealings in the stock comprised over 61,000 shares 
out of a general aggregate of about 117,000 shares. 
The opinion has obtained that on.the way down 
some time ago large lines of shorts had been put 
out on Sugar at about 125, and the bears were re- 
ported thoroughly confident of the soundness of 
their position, -basing their arguments* upon the 
alleged unfavorable trade prospects asd the re- 
cent declines in the grades of the foreign and do- 
mestic product. There has been a conflict of opin- 
ion as to the result to the company of the recent 
weakness in raw sugars, a decline of \4c havin 
occurred in the last five days. On the one han 
it is alleged the company’s stock is only moder- 
ate, and that the decline will not have any impor- 
tant effect upon its earnings, and on the otherit is 
urged that the drop finds it loaded up heavily. 
At all events, the bears found today that the pow- 
erful pool in the stock had still to be reckoned 
with. Sugar early in the dealings receded a small 
fraction, to 120, but later was rushed up 2% per 
cent, to 122%.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


FAIL TO RESTORE RATES ON GRAIN 
FROM IOWA POINTS. 


Western Roads Deem It Advisable to 
Take No Action Except to Agree to 
Meet Reduced Rates Made by the 
Chicago Great Western—No Differ- 
ential to Be Allowed the Lake Mich- 
igan Car Ferry Company—No 5,000- 
Mile Tickets. 


Executi fficers of the Western roads 
at their meeting yesterday failed to bring 
about a restoration of rates on grain and its 
products from Iowa points to Chicago, and 
it is rather doubtful now whether the agree- 
ment made day before yesterday for the 
restoration of Chicago-St. Paul rates will be 
Carried out. 

Neither President Stickney nor any other 
Official of the Chicago Great Western showed 
up, Which was a clear indication that the 
concession made by the other roads in restor- 
ing proportional rates in connection with the 
lake lines was not satisfactory to the Chi- 
cago Great Western. Consequently it was 
deemed advisable to take no action as re- 
gards the disturbance in rates from points 


in Iowa to Chicago except an understanding 


not to meet the reduced rates made by the 
Chicago’ Great Western until the policy of 
the latter has more fully developed. 

Further consideration was given to the 
agreement made the day before to restore 
rates between Chicago and St. Paul on May 
31. Under this agreement the all-rail lines, 
including the Chicago Great Western, agreed 
to restore the rates to the 60-cent basis, first- 
class, and the Lake Michigan Car Ferry 
company agreed to go back to the same 
rate, on condition, however, that immediate 
consideration be given to its claim for a 
differential rate of five cents per 100 pounds 
below the all-rail rate, or five cents above the 
rate accorded to the Lake Superior boat 
lines. 

The managers of the all-rail lines nepre- 
sented at the meeting felt inclined to grant 
the demand of Faithorn’s car ferry line, but 
this could not be done unless the Chicago 
Great Western agreed to it. 

After considerable telegraphing a reply 
was received from Traffic Manager Stohr of 
the Great Western stating that his road 
would under no circumstances allow a dif- 
ferential rate to the car ferry line or the Soo 
line, which works in connection with it, and 
any reduction made by the latter would be 
promptly met. 

This removed all doubt as to the position 
of the Chicago Great Western road in this 
matter, and as the other roads did not care 
to get into a row with it they resolved unan- 
imously to allow no differential rate to the 
Lake Michigan Car Ferry company. 


TROUBLE ABOUT BICYCLE CHARGE, 


Western Roads Cannot Withdraw Un- 
less They Leave the Association. 

Chairman Caldwell has informed the Wis- 
consin Central that it cannot withdraw from 
the bicycle agreement without giving up 
its membership in the Western Passenger 
Association. This the Wisconsin Central 
is not prepared to do. | 

The Chicago Great Western, it is under- 
stood, would also like to see the bicycle 
charge abolished. 

At the request of these two roads a meet- 
ing of the Western Passenger Association 
was called yesterday to be held at the asso- 
clation rdoms in ** The Rookery ”’ next Fri- 
day, when a strong effort will be made to 
eliminate the clause providing for a charge 
for bicycles of passengers from the general 
egreement. 


Fort Wayne’s Road Annual, 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 20.—The twenty-third 
annual meeting of the stock and bond hold- 
ers of the Fort Wayne and Chicago railway 
company was held here today and the fol- 
lowing directors reélected: Charles Lanier, 
Henry Amy, William C. Eggleston, New 
York, and James MgCrea, Pittsburg. The 
report of the President shows that the in- 
come for 1895 was $11,102,923.30; expenses of 
operating and maintaining, $7,448,303.35, 
leaving earnings, $3,654,619.95. The Penn- 
sylvania railway company, lessee, paid to 
the Fort Wayne company, as rental for the 
year, $3,693,638. There was represented at 
the meeting $38,600,000 of the $51,000,000 of 
the stocks and bonds. 


No Fiwve-Thousand-Mile Tickets. 

Officers of the lines in the Central Pas- 
senger committee held a meeting yesterday 
and considered the advisability of adopting 
an interchangeable 5,000-mile ticket good 
over all lines in the association. Many ob- 
jections were raised at the meeting against 
the proposition. Such _ tickets, it Was 
claimed, could be used by scalpers to de- 
moralize the regular rate and cause other 
serious trouble. — | 


UNION PLUMBERS ORDERED TO STRIKE. 


Journeyman’s Association Disciplines 
W. R. Thompson, No. 85 Lake Street, 
for Employing Non-Union Men. 


Walking delegates from the Journeyman 
Plumbers’ Association ordered a strike yes- 
terday at the shop of W. R. Thompson, No. 
85 Lake street. All the men quit work at 
noon. Mr. Thompson has a contract with 
the West Park Commissioners to place 500 
street washers or sprinklers in Douglas 
Park. It is charged non-union men, labor- 
ers, and boys are employed to do the plumb- 
ing. 

The officers of Local Union No. 61 of the 
Cutters’ and Trimmers’ Union said yester- 
day the resignations of members are still 
coming in, and a number of complaints have 
been received from the men who returned 
to work to the effect that wages have been 
reduced from 20 to 80 per cent since the 
strike was declared, and a further reduction 
is feared.

MAKES A STRONG PLEA FOR THE BEARS 


Son of President Baker of the Board of 
Trade Addresses the Yale Polit- 
ieal Science Association. 


New Haven, Conn., May 20.—[Special.]— 
The methods of speculation on the Chicago 
Board of Trade were discussed in an inter- 
esting paper before the Yale Political Sci- 
ence Association last evening by Mr. H. D. 
Baker, son of William T. Baker of Chicago. 

The subject was, *“* Short Selling and Its 
Effect on Prices.”” Mr. Baker claimed that 
the bear was a necessary agent in the health- 
ful adjustment of prices, but that he should 
be allowed no favors over the bull. 

The burdens which the bull has to bear in 
paying the charges of insurance and storage, 
and the parasitic influence of bucket-shops 
and of elevator monopolies, give the bears 
a constant advantage, and this has ended in 
an unwarranted and disastrous depression 
in prices. 

“As long as 16 to 1 is the shibboleth for 
the farmers’ troubles,”’ said Mr. Baker, ™ the 
country will be free from anti-option legis- 
lation, which would produce more harm than 
it could do good,.”” -

little interest for Chicago newsboys or street 
railways. Somre years ago there was an ep- 
idemic of accidents to newsboys jumping 
on street cars. The different lines finally 
prohibited all boys from selling papers on 
the cars, and since that time accidents have 
been few and far between. The Council also 
passed an ordinance subjecting newsboys 
to a fine for jumping on the cars. 

The order and ordinance have proved ef- 
fectual in all but the down-town part of the 
city. The method of selling papers is to run 
along.the sides of the cars when they stop 
at street crossings. This has become the 
rule with but few exceptions. In the down- 
town district the boys jump on the cars 
freely. The trains go slow around the dif- 
ferent loops and there seems little danger. 

The street railway people take little in- 
terest in the New York decision. They ad- 
mit responsibility when the boys are hurt 
by being driven from the cars while in mo-- 
tion, but look for their remedy in the power 
to keep the boys off entirely.

*%. RESIDENTS OF .DEARBORN AVENUE 
BESET BY DOUBT. 


Undecided as to Whether Smooth 

- Thoroughfares Are a Blessing or 

the Keverse—Proposal for Main- 
taining Repairs Under Considera- 
tion—Work Being Done in Rush and 
Lau Salle Streets—Relative Merits of 
~ Granite and Vitrified Brick. 
Property-owners of Dearborn avenue are 
considering the advisability of repairing the 
asphalt pavement in the street in front of 
" their homes. | | 

The Barber Asphalt Pavifig company has 
offered by circular letter to keep it in good 
condition for five years for $1 per front foot 
of land. But the ultra-fashionable people 
along Dearborn avenue are not certain 
whether they want to improve the thor- 
oughfare again. In fact, they are said to be 
indifferent, so much so that they have ex- 
pressed a desire that the street be kept as it 
is until the bulk of the North Side traffic is 
diverted to some other thoroughfare—La 
Salle avenue, for instance, So, at least, Ww. 
D. Kerfoot says. 

Dearborn avenue was rendered unbearable 
to Mr. Kerfoot through the allurements its 
smooth pavements offered to vehicles of all 
descriptions and bicycle riders, and he has 
lately moved to another locality. 

The agitation of the paving matter has 
likewise called attention to thé impassability 
at the present time of the lower ends of two 

other principal North Side thoroughfares— 
Rush street, which is being paved with heavy 
granite stone blocks, and La Salle avenue, 

- upon Which are being laid cedar blocks. The 
former has been heralded as the probable 
boulevard connection between the North and 
South Sides, but with granite paving it is 
feared it will be anything but a pleasant 
place for a carriage drive, and fully as un- 
comfortable for bicycle riders. Cedar blocks 
will not make La Salle avenue the chief 
North Side street, the Dearborn avenue peo- 
ple say, though from Chicago avenue north 
*it has a bonafide asphalt pavement. 

First Asphalt Pavement. 


The ‘circular letter of the asphalt com- 
any tells the story of the paving of Dear- 
born avenue, which had, it says, the first 
genuine asphalt pavement in Chicago. It 
was laid in 1884, under a five years’ guaran- 
tee. Toward the end of this period the city 
authorities required the company to lay a 
new wearing surface. At that time, thecir- 
cular asserts, the company informed the 
city of serious leakages in gas mains, which 
cuntributed to the difficulty with the pave- 
ment. The city promised to have these 
leakages repaired, but did not, and the com- 
pany relaid the surface under protest. 

- This is the part of the circular which galls: 

‘“ Dearborn avenue has sustained during 
all these years, or up until last year at least, 
almost the entire traffic of the North Side, 
thus throwing upon it an unfair burden.”’ 

The company asks then that the Aldermen 
be requested to pass an ordinance for the 
purpose of keeping the street in repair in ac- 
aw ome with the offer made. 
Mr. Kerfoot remarked that he thought it 
would be a good idea to allow Dearborn 
avenue to become out of repair in order that 
the traffic might be diverted to another 
street. He spoke of the nerve-shattering 
incidents witnessed during the bicycle sea- 
son and again during the winter when “ there 
“4s maintained a skating rink for horses.”’ 


Where Repairs Are Needed. 


Dearborn avenue really is in bad condi- 
tion in numerous places. At the intersection 
of Indiana street some paving was done for 
the North Chicago Street railway company 
beside its tracks. The vitrified brick has 
been battered down just next the tracks and 
the traveler over it is given an unpleasant 


jolting. 

The vitrified brick paving was put down 
on Dearborn avenue as.far north as Ohio 
street last year. A subgrade was put in 
first, then six inches of concrete, then a 
cushion of sand and cement, and lastly the 
brick, which were sanded and tarred. The 
cost to the property-owners was $2.03 a 
square yard. The vitrified brick is made of 
shale instead of clay, the material for ordi- 
nary bricks. It is burned harder. Most of 
ga used in this city are from Galesburg, 


From Ohio street to Chicago avenue Dear- 
‘born avenue is paved with asphalt, on which 
the reserve of five years has yet one year to 
run. Beyond Chicago avenue as far as Lin- 
coln Park there are large holes at frequent 
intervals in the pavement, to the danger 
alfke of occupants of carriages and the ever- 
increasing multitude of bicycle riders. Be- 
yond Oak street is enormous puddle of 
water lasting from Monday night’s rain, and 
which extends half-way down the block. The 
water is from four to eight feet in width. In 
_ that block are a dozen holes where the pav- 

‘ing has worn out. There are smaller but as 
many holes in each block for some distance 


north. 

Beyond Goethe street are many, and an- 
other trap for the unwary bicyclist or driver 
is a hole by the edge of a sewer box. The 
asphalt paving in this section cost $8 a 
square yard. Very little of the street in this 
neighborhood bears marks of having been 
cleaned recently. In some places are indi- 
cations of preliminary sweepings of dirt by 

rers, but it has been left in piles, which 
it has not taken long to scatter. In front of’ 
the new County Jail Building is a huge pile 
of rubbish. 


La Salle Avenue’s Condition. 


As regards Ia Salle avenue, it is well 
ved and in good condition from Lincoln 
ark to Chicago avenue. The La Salle ave- 
nue people fought for a long while against 
the use of asphalt, but the aid of the courts 
was asked, and the people lost. The paving 
went down in 1894. From Chicago avenue 
north to Illinois street it is now being paved 
with cedar blocks, which are nearly all laid. 
Rush street is being paved with granite, at 
a cost of $2.54 a square yard. The bridge is
